1* Dr* (Med») BohueiisiRGUM, bom on 1 Kor amber 1920 In Komi 
berkovlce, CSr, began studying medicine in November 19bl et the University of 
Roetock md completed his studies at the University of Vie ms in 19lt7* In 
19b7 - 19M he worked at th^ hospital "Here Jesu» in Vienna} ttm 19W to 
1950 he served as a doctor at the American hospital in Besirk XU of Vienna* 
He is presently living in Munich, where his address is unknown* He is 
registered at Gasp Valka* He claim to be e Csech nationalist} he is said 
to speak perfect Csech, English, Genua, French, Spanish, and tone Arable* 

2* Since 1915 Dr* BROOK hat followed with especial interest 
the activities of the Csech migration In Vienna* He was a friend of Prof* 

Dr* Frants SIGHT (eee below) but is supposed to have broken off the relation-

he is 170 cm* tall, with brown eyes and dark blond hair*) BROOM had first 
corn to know P53CKLSKT in 19bl at the University of Bee took, lAere both atudled 
medicine* PiKELSKT, on the basis of this old acq uaintanceship, regarded BROOM 
as trustworthy* At the beginning of February 1951, however, WEBJSS warned 
PEJCiXSKT in suitable terns against any fora of cooperation with BROOM on the

who was shot while attempting a border-crossing* 

6. Dr* 8RCUN told PEKJXSKT, among other things, that KUMQVIC 
could get information from hie brother, a priest in Moravia, via the Brno 
episcopate.

prove worth-while to sleep on the offer. MICKCVSKT has not reappeared since

a plagiarism from a magazine. A comparison with number 1 of annual Issue 
1951 (XXVII) of the marasine Letectri reveals clearly the origin of the 
report* Page* Hi - 17 of this publication present a detailed report on the 
leteoka prumyslovka r Klade Boleslavi*, which the KXJftWIC gro up me rely re- 
phrased and presented as an original report prepared by one B* STKHNQ (who 
is actually cited as the scarce of the Letectri article) • As a supplement to 
the report on Mlada Boleslav there vis a set of regulations governing the 
training of glider pilots which has been lifted almost word-for-word from 
page 19 of the same number l/$l of Letectvi. The enclosed micro-negatives 
were produced by photo-montage. The pictures on the inside front cover of 
the magazine were to be reproduced, but the photograph on page Hi was used to 
cover up the text appearing on the inside of the cover} the whole was then 
photographed and passed on as an original report* This falsification cam 
be plainly seen in the lines along which the inserted picture was out* The 
exact origin of the sec end retort cannot be determined here, but it is sus- 
pected that this report is also a plagiarism of a magazine article - perhaps 
the magazine first Itotoru ; this report was presented as an original report by 
master machinist Josef HOLST in Brno* 

e» It can be assumed that since XU2’£V3E has had no success 
in selling this material to PQCELSKT, he will make another attempt elsewhere* 
Since the second report is airiest certainly as much a matter of falsification 
as the first, warning Is hereby given not to purchase the material or recruit 
those trying to sell it*

Ha is supposed to tups become a German oitisen some tine during 
the war) he now sp*Vz his nams'SCHlGUTH and oleins to have been a Genua 
officer* He has lived in Vienna since 19U5 and plays a leading role in 
Csech and Slovikian circles* He is mr posed to have been a close friend of 
Dr* SNABb (fernerl^GCHXABSL) , who appeared as a comnwiat ifc Vienna in 19b5. 

It is rumored that he arranged for the betrayal to the Russians of nary 
Austrians as well as foreigners* One day, however, he was himself arrested 
by the Russians and accused of espionage) the specific charge was that he 
bed delivered to an American intelligence office the plans of Jachymov (uranium 
area • Jeaohinsthal) * He is now supposed to be In Kasichatan (USSR). Dr* 

SIGHT was also arrested in connection with the SW3L affair. He succeeded 
in obtaining his release very shortly thereafter* Since his release he has 
played the part of an antl-covvunlst. He is also supposed to be involved 
with Dr. HMJH in the selling of weapons to CHUAHG U. 
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
